Thomas J. Shaban, rector of the 
Catholic University, Washington.

Ilcic is the foundation upon 
which the Anc ient Order was Inillded 
and has since flourished;

I.ove one another witli brotherly 
dve. » Ithout preventing one another;

among yourselves. 

"Also be It known unto you that 
aur wish and prayer is that when 
you form your society, in many < lties 
or towns, you will do all that Is In 
vour i)OWer to aid and iiroteft your 
Irish sisters from all harm and 
temp&tlon. As the Irish woman is 
known for ber chastity all over the 
world: aome ot thea aay differ fre 
you in religton, but, brothers, bear 
In mind that our good Lord died for 
all, therefore be it known unto you 
that our wlah Is that you do all that 
you can for the Irish emigrant girls, 
no matter who they Tuay lie, a]id Cod 
win reward you In .lour nc» (ouii- 
'rv. and doing this you will keeii up 
'he high standing and honor of the 
Irish In America. 

"We send these ■ Instructions to 
you, hoping y<ni will carry them out 
to the beat of your ability. Be It 
known unto you that you are at 
liberty to make such laws as will 
guide your workings and for the wel- 
fai-e of our old Bocl<-ty, but sm h 
laws must be at all times according 
to the teachlnga of the Holy Caih. 
ehurch. and the obligation that we 
send vou, and all ot your workings 
must be submitted to any Catkollc 
prleal, when called for. We aend 
vou these Instructions, as wa prom- 
ised >o do, with a young man that 
works on the ship, and who called on 
vou before. Send a copy to our late 
friend that you spoke of and who Is 
miw working In Pennsylvania. Hop- 
ing I he bearer and this copy will 
land safe, and that you will treat 
aim nghi, »o remain your brothers 
lu the true bonds of friendahip, thia 
fourth day of May, In the year ot 
our Lord ItU."

Kather McC'abe Bhowa a thoroHsh 
Knowledge of naval arobitaotura, 
whether his conclusiona in tha mattar 
be eorract or riot. Martin I. J. 
nrtrrin, the Irish-American historian, 
;ias thoiiK^t well enough of Father 
M.l'abc'g views to publish a little 
i)rn( liiiip on Ihi' subject. 

Father McCiilx- roiilends that the 
Maine wms dentroyrd neither by an 
internal or external explosion, but 
jiniply broVe of its own weight. 
Among other thinga. rather MeCaba 
lays: 

"It ahonld ba ramembered that the 
Maine waa originallr designed tor a 
cruiser. It was only after her con- 
struction was nearly complete that 
she was chanced Into a haltlexhlp. 
Afterward wIumi she was finished. 
jorordInK to ili' ih'W doRigns, it was 
foimd that llic'\ did not work out as 
.^xi>e(ted; ami a part of her arma- 
inpiit liad to be moved further back 
In order to balance the weight of 
her powerful ram and keep her 
nead above water. The mechanical 
principle invoWed in this oparatlon 
is well esemplifiad In. the familiar 
play of see-saw. 

"The Kreater weight on each end. 
uiil ilip farther apart the Rreater the 
strain, and consequent danger of 
breaking of the board or pole. In 
the case of the Maine the greater 
downward pressure In the bow and 
towards center and rear. In conjunc- 
tion with the upward presaure of the 
water actlas as a support or tulerum 
In tha spaee interreaiBS, caused a 
taaslon and strain greater than had 
beaa calculated for. This strain she 
proved herself strong enough to 
withstand successfully for two years; 
but all the time It was weakening 
her power o^ resistame a:id finally 
produced the catastrophe, 

"This was due therefore to no ex- 
plosion of gunpowder or other com- 
bustible from the inside, and still 
less from the outside of the veaael. 
Of the two main ezploalons so-called, 
which have been teatifted to, the 
first I considered to consist simply 
In the breaking of the keel, oauaed 
by the Inevitable operation of 
natural forces as already slated; and 
he second to be the consequent 
>r. ill two and tearing apart ot 

he whole of the ship's siilicrstruc- 
II re. 

' The uncovering of the wreck and 
the completion ot the Operations no< 
going on will, I am confident, en- 
able every one who wishes to test the 
rorreetness of the view here put 
forward; for I can not asree with 
the atateemnt In a recent Interview 
that the problem is ImiMMslble of 
solution and that the secret will 
■ lever he known." 

Vet her McCabe's views were sent 
to the Senate Committee on Foreign 
It. latlons and to aeevral newapapars, 
but seems to have pssaed unnoticed, 
(iia theory la borne out by the testi- 
mony of a number of the officers and 
men of the Ill-fated vessel, and re- 
cent developments make It api)ear 
that Father McCabe Is correct.

The Society ef the Holy Spirit is an 
organiiatlon of Catholic men in .New 
Orleans that seeks to disseminate 
levotion to the Holy (Ihost, and to 
spread Caiholli' knowledge. It dis- 
tributes free Catholic books and lit- 
erature, aids priests in poor (ouniry 
misaiona and helps free caihoiie 
schools In similar localities. in 
twenty-one yeara it has paid out 
over $200,000, and diatrfbuted over 
3,000,000 Catholic booka and tracts. 

In one of Its recent tracts the So- 
I'lety of the Holy Spirit has this to 
say regarding the position of Cath- 
olics on the H( hool <|iiestlon: 

The churi li is not opposed to pub- 
lic education, either In this country 
or elsewhere. On the contrary, her 
adherents pay in these United States, 
without resiatance, their share of 
general taxea for sohoot purposes; 
and In addition ihey anawer the call 
of their church In the '(ame line by 
maintaining everywhere a multitude 
of their own schools, in which a 
million Catholic children are being 
taiii,'lit The Catholic church en- 
gages herself In this mutter simply 
with and for her own. She lias noth- 
ing to say for or against the public 
schoolB, for the uae ot those who are 
not of her told. It Uie majority of 
Protestant and Jswbh parents are 
satiatled with theae achoola that Is a 
matter which concerna them alone 
and their children. No Catholic that 
we know of suggests thi- i loaing of 
the public schools as ihey now iire, 
against those who may fiml tliem sat- 
isfactory; nor the w ithdraw ing of any 
educational Institution, forming part 
of a public' system, from the Juria- 
diction of the State. All that is de- 
sired Is that aome suitable plan be 
adopted which shall combine, for 
Catholic children, with ordinary sec- 
ular education, a fair amount uf 
Catholic religious instmction. Pre- 
cisely this same privilege we would 
wish extended to any other creed, 
Protestant or Hebrew, caring to 
profit by it. All of this, be it ob- 
served, is beyond or beside the issue 
of intrinsic merit between the two 
^y.menis of education, sectarian and 
nousectariaii. 

Cardinal Qlb^ns voices Catholic 
sentiment when he expresses the be- 
lief that unsectarlan education tends 
to undermine faith In the divinity of 
Christ, In revelation. In the necessity 
of organised and concerted religion, 
in church authority and in various 
other riiiidaiiK iital dogmas of our 
faith. Surely it will not be disputed 
that tile child who wifli his arith- 
metic and grammar has had year 
after year a fair amount of eatechiam 
and other religious Inatruction must 
groW up understandlBS the tenets of 
bis church, and he better diaposed 
and prepared la after life ;to uphold 
and dofond them.
